A Copy of the Evidence and Proceedings taken before the 
Houfe of Commons of Ireland, upon an A<£t palled in the 
38th Year of the Reign of His prefent Majefty, attainting 
Cornelius Grogan., Efq. of Johnstown in the County of 
Wexford, of High Treafon ; fo far as the faid Proceedings 
regard the faid Cornelius Grogan : — Extrafted from all the 
Documents now exifting of the Proceedings of the faid 
Houfe of Commons of Ireland. 



T he Right Honourable Mr. Attorney General acquainted the Houle, that Fenertii 
feveral Witneffes attended at the door, who were ready and willing to give * 7 ' 
an account of fome Perfons who have appeared in arms on the part of the Rebels ‘ 

during the prefent Rebellion, or who have been concerned in promoting the fame. 

GENERAL CRADOCK at Bar; and examined by the Speaker: 

Says, was Prefident of Court Martial on trial of Harvey and Grogan. Harv^ was 
General. The fummons for furrendering was Harvey's, writing. No doubt refpeft- 
ing commander againft Rofs. Grogan was commanding General for the Rebel 
Army, and came frequently in town as Commander, and pafies were given by him 
to feveral perfons. Rebels efteemed him as their great fuperior, being a man of 
property. Their trials occupied a confiderable rime. Harvey examined feveral 
witnefles, and Mr. Grogan but one; and trial put off for two hours, and he then fent 
word that he could not bring any more forward. 

Ordered, That leave be given to bring in a Bill for the Attainder of Edward 
Fitzgerald commonly called Lord Edward Fitzgerald, Cornelius Grogan, and 
Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey, deceafed, of High Treafon ; and chat the RightHonour- 
able Mr. Attorney General, the Right Honourable Mr. Prime Serjeant, and the 
Right- Honourable Lord Vifeount Caftlereagb, do prepare and bring in the fame. 

The Right Honourable Mr. Attorney General prefented to the Houfe, according Marth, 
to order, a Bill for the Attainder of Edward Fitzgerald commonly called Lord zi^die JulU 
Edward Fitzgerald, Cornelius Grogan, and Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey, deceafed, of ^798. 
High Trealbn j which was received and read the firit time, and ordered to be read a 
fecond time on Thurfday the 9th day of Auguft next, 

A Petition of John Grogan Knox, of Caftletown in the county of Wexford, 

Efquire, and Overftreet Grogan Knox, of Gardiner-ftreec in the city of Dublin, 

Efquire, Barr'fter arl.,aW: was prefented to the Houfe and read, fetting forth. That 
the hte John Grogan, of Johnstown in the county of Wexford, Efquire, deceafed, 
the Petitioners father, being feifed in fee of a very large landed Property in the 
counties of Wexford and Waterford, by will bearing date the jtb of Auguft 1775* 
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and by him duly executed, did devife and bequeath all that and thofe the town and 
Lands of Johnstown in the county of Wexford, the Ferry of Waterford, and all other 
the Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments in the faid counties of Wexford and 
Waterford,as defcended to faid John from his Anceftors, to certain Truftees in faid 
will named, for the ufe of his eddeft fon for life only, without Impeach- 

ment of Wade, with Remainder over to Ttuftees to preferve the Contingent Re- 
mainders, now vefted in the Petitioners. That the faid Jobv, Petitioners father, died 
■without alrering^ or revoking faid will, lea'v'ing four fons then livirig, namely, Cornelius 
■Grogan, Thomas Grogan Knox, the Petitioners John and Overjireet Grogan. That upon 
the death cT the Petitioners faid father, faid Cornelius entered into pofleffioii 

of the faid feverai Eftaces by virtue of faid recited will and not otherwife, as mere 
Tenant for life, and fubjeft to the feverai Remainders in faid recited will mentioned, 
That 'neither the faid Cem/.w or any of his faid brothers, have ever done any z 6 t to 
open or .enlarge the faid life ERace, or in anywife to alter or defe^tKe faid Remain- 
ders in faid recited will mentioned. That the Petitioner John was a Lieutenant in 
His Majcfty> Fifth and Eighteenth Regiments of Dragoons for feventeen years, and 
always has been a loyal ana faithful fubjeft, never accufed of any adl of difaffeftion 
whalfoever. That fz\d Thomas Grogan Knox was a.Ifb a Lieutenant in the Second 
Regiment of Florfe for fourteen or tifeecn years, andalfoa loyal and faithful fubjeft. 
Thaf in the year 1796 the faid Thomas Grogan Knox w-a§ appointed Captain of the 
Caftlelown Yeoman Cavalry, and the Petitioner yeiiw was aifo appointed Captain of 
the Hcathfield Yeoman Cavalry. That on the breaking out of the prefent rebellion 
the faid Thomas Grogan Knox and Petitioner John immediately took an adive and 
loyal part in endeavouring to fupprefs faid rebellion, and faid Thomas Grogan Knox 
the Petitioner’s brother was killed at the head of his faid troop, charging the rebel 
army in confort with His faid Majefty’s forces witii General Needham, at the battle of 
Aridow. That the Petitioner John ufed his uepoft ei;dcavours againfi the rebd 
Army on all occafions, and was engaged with his faid troop in confort with his Ma- 
jefty’s forces at the engagement near Ennifeprehy, ayth May laft, and at divers 
other places fince, and alfo received a wound in his peck from the rebels, whiift at 
the head of his faid troop, covering the retreat of the King’s forces under Colonel 
Maxvs.dly from Wexfo.rd to Duncannotn,- and the Petitioner John upon all occafions 
has ufed his utmoft zeal and adjvity in His Majefty’s fervlce both before and fince 
the comtiicncement of fa!id rebellion, as the feverai officers of His Majefty’s forces 
with whom he has had the hpnour to aft can fully teftify. That the faid Petitioner 
Overjireet was called to the Bar in this Kingdom in the year 1793, has continued a- 
praftifing Barrifter ever fince, and hath at all times condufted hirnfelf as a loyal and 
faithful fubjeft. Thar by the unfortunate end of faid Cornelius,- and by the honour- 
able death of Petitioners brother Thomas Grogan Knox, the Petitioner John hath now 
become legally feifed in Tail Male in the ft-vcral Eftates ft), limited to, the faid Cor- 
nelius Grogan by the faid recire.d wilj of his faid father John, and is now in aftual pof- 
feffion thereof. That the Petitioner John by a provifo in his late father’s will be- 
came entitled to a confideiabie property called the Knox Eftate, on the death ofhis 
faid brother Thomas Grogan Knox, as fecond furviving fon, which Eftate by the un- 
happy fate of die faid Cornelius now devolves upon the Petitioner Overjireet, and in 
the event of the lofsof Petitioner John's, paternal fortune, would deprive the Petitioner 
John of two confidcrablc. Eftates, and all benefit and limitations which he might 
otherwife derive under his father’' will. That by faid recited will it was alfo direfted 
that all the perfonal property of the faid Teftator John llioiild be applied by the fiid 
Cornelius in difeharge of divers debts affefting the real Hiftates fo entailed as well 
upon himfelf as other Eftaies limited by faid will to John and Overjireet, bur faid 
perfonal property of the faid John was not fo applied by the faid Cornelius, but that 
feverai of the laid debts amounting to J. 60,000 and upwards, have been fuffered to 
remain a charge upon the faid real Eftares, ftill unfatisfied. That as laid Cornelius 
only took fuch perfonal property of Petitioner’s father as Truftee or Executor under 
faid recited will, in order to difencumber tlte real Eftates fa entailed, that the fame, 
wherever it may now be found Ihali be applied to the exprefs purpofes of faid will,’ 
and confidered as part of the rc.al property. That the Petitioners are informed that' 
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a Bill, among other things, is about to be brought into the Houfe for the attainder 
of faid Cornelius Grogan for High Treafon 5 and therefore praying that their rights 
under the will of their faid father may be fulJy protected by faid Bill, and that the 
Petitioners may be heard by Counfei and Evidence againft the faid Bill of Attainder, 
fo far as fame may in anywife afFefl their legal or equitable rights. 

Ordered, That a Bill for the Attainder of "Edward Fitzgerald commonly called 
l-ord Edward Fitzgerald^ Cornelius Grogan^ and Beauchamp Bagenel Harvey^ deceafed, 
of High Treafon, be printed. 

Whereas Edward Fitzgerald^ Elq. commonly called Lord Edward Fitzgcraldy Copy of BIB 
deceafed, Cornelius Grogan of Johnstown, in the county of Wexford, deceafed, and prefented. 
Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey of Bargy Caftle in the faid county of Wexford, deceafed, 
did, during die period of tiieir natural Lives fince the firft day of November 1797, 
comrriic and perpetrate feveral A£ts of High Treafon, by confpiring together with 
feveral falfe Traitors to raife and ftir up infurredion and rebellion within this king- 
dom, and by endeavouring to perfuade the enemies of our Lord the King to invade 
this his kingdom of Ireland, and did In purfuance of the faid Treafon, commit 
feveral overt adls, with intent to depofe and dethrone the King, and fubvert and 
overturn the Government of this his kingdom of Ireland: And whereas feveral 
other falfe Traitors who were concerned with them in the faid Treafons and Rebel- 
lion, have already received their trials at law for the fame, and have been con- 
vidled, and by judgment of law thereupon had, do now ftand duly and legally 
attainted} 

Be if Enaifted by the Authority of this pre-fent Parliament, That the laid Edward 
Fitzgerald commonly called Lord Edward Fitzgeraldy deceafed, and the faid Corne- 
lius Grogan, deceafed, and the faid Beauchamp Bagenal Farvey, deceafed, fhall by 
virtue of this A£t be adjudged to be convided and attainted of High Treafon, to all 
iments and purpofes, as if they and every of them refpeftively had been attainted 
during their lives refpetflively j and that all and every the Manors, MelTuages, 

Lands, Tenements, Rents, Reverfions, Remainders, PofTeflions, Rights, Condi- 
tions, Interefts, Offices, Fees, Annuities, and all other die Fleredicaments, Leafes 
for Years, Chattels Real, and ocher things of what nature whatfoever they be, of 
them the faid Edward Fitzgerald, Cornelius Grogan, and Beauchamp Bagenal 
Harvey, which they or any Perfen to their or any of their ufe, or in truft- for them 
or any of them, had on the fiiftday ofNovember 1797, fince, fhall 

fiand and be forfeited usto His Majefly, His Heirs, and Succeffors, and fhall be 
deemed,^ vefted, and adjudged to be in the aftual and real feifin and pofTcffion of 
His Majefly, His Heirs and Succeffors, without any inquificion or office hereafter 
•to be rak(.n or found } and alfo that all and every other tlie Goods and Debts, and 
other the Chattek perfcnal whatfoever of them the faid Edward Fitzgerald, Cornelius 
Grogan, and Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey, whereof upon the ift Day of March 1798, 
they or any of them, or any perfon in cruft for them or any of them, flood poffefled 
cither in !aw or equity, flidl be deemed and adjudged to be forfeited unto and are 
-hereby veiled in His Majclly without a.ny inquifition or office to be found hereafter: 

Pn-vided always, that no conveyance, alTurancc, grant, bargain, fale, charge or 
Icale, affignment of leafe, eflate, iiirereft, truft, or limitation of any ufe or ufes, 
of or out of any Manor, Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments, nor any ftatutei 
judgment, or recognizance had, made, acknowledged, or fiiffercd to any perfon or 
pierfons, bodi-s politic or corporate, before the fiift day of November 1797, by 
•any of the offenders before in this Adi named or mentioned, or by any perfon or 
perfons claiming by, from, or under him, them, or any of them, for Money really 
and bond fide to them or any of them paid or lent, or for or in confideracion of 
-marriage duly h.ad and folemr.ized fubfequent to tlie time of the executing, mak- 
ing, acknowledging, committing, or luffoing any fuch conveyance, affurance, 
grant, barg ain, AJe, charge or leafe, affignment of icafe, eliate, intereft, truft 
or limitation, ftatute, judgment or recognizance, nor any conveyance nor affurance, 
grant, or eftate made to any of the faid offenders, by any perion or perfons in truft and 
for the benefit ofany other perfon, five for the benefit of Lid offenders or any of diem, 
or the heirs or .sRigns of. faid offenders or any of them., lhall be impeached, de- 
feated. 
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feated, or made void cr fruftrated hereby, or by any of the conviftions and at- 
tainders aforefaid ; but that the lame lhali be held and enjoyed by the purchafcrs, 
grantees, lefiees, affigns, ceftuique rruft, and every of them, their heirs, executors, 
adminiftrators, and alTigns rcfpcdlivcly, as if this Ad had not been madej lb as each 
and every luch conveyance, alTurance, grant, bargain, fale, leafe and affignment 
of a leafe, which by virtue of this A6l is and ought to be held and enjoyed as afore- 
faid, has been duly regiftered in the Regiftcr Office in the city of Dublin, on or 
before the faid firft day of November 1797, and lhall before the firft day of January 
which fliall be in the year 1799, be entered and enrolled of Record in His Majefty’s 
High Court of Chancery and not otherwife, any thing in this Adt herein before con- 
tained to the contrary in anywife notwithflanding ; and provided that all conveyances, 
gran's, leafcs and alfurances, ftatutes, judgments and recognizances, had, made, 
(lore, executed, acknowledged, committed, or fuffered by the faid offenders or any 
of them prior to faid firft day of November 1797, unlefs for valuable confidcration 
of money really and bond fide paid, or in confidcration of marriage duly had . and 
folemnizcd fubfequent to the time of the adtua! executing, making, acknowledg- 
ing, committing, or fuffering each and every fuch conveyance, grant, leafe, affur- 
ance, ftatiite, judgment, and recognizance, lhall be and arc hereby declared and 
adjudged to be nuli-and void againft His Majefty,_His Heirs and Succeffurs : 
Saving to all and every perfon and perfons bodies politic and corporate, and to their 
heirs and fucceffors, and to the heirs, fucceffbrs, and affigns of every of them, 
(other than the faid Edward Fitzgerald commonly called Lord Edward Fitzgerald, 
Cornelius Grogan, and Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey, and other the faid offenders and 
perfons attainted, and their heirs and the heirs of every of them,) ali fuch right, title, 
Ld intereft in law and equity, which they or any of them have or ought to have, 
of, into, or out of the premilbs not being in truft for any of the faid offenders, nor 
derived by, from, or under the faid offenders, or any of them, fince the faid fiift 
day of November J 797 « 

Ordered, That the order for the day, that a Bill for the Attainder of Edward 
Fitzgerald commonly called Lord Edward Fitzgerald, Cornelius Grogan, and 
Beauchamp- Bagenal Harvey, deceafed, of High Trealbn, be read a fecoiul ume, be 
now read. 

And the faid order was read accordingly. 

Then the Bill according to order was read the fecond time, and committed. 
Refolved, That this Houfe will on Monday next refolve itfelf into a Com niitee 
of the whole Houfe, to take the faid Bill into confidcration. 

Ordered, That John Grogan Knox and Overfireet Grogan Knox, have leave to be 
heard by Counfel before the faid Committee, if they lhall think fit, in fupport of 
the allegations of their Petition againft the faid Bill. 

Ordered, That Mr. Perceval, High Sheriff of the county of Wexford, do 
attend the laid Committee. 

Ordered, That Lieutenant Colonel Maxwell, of the county of Donegal Militia, 
do aitcnd the laid Committee. 

Ordered, That Captain JoJeph Nicholfon, of the city of Cork Militia, do attend 
the laid Committee. 

Lun^, The EToufe was moved that the order for the day, that the T-Toufe do refolve 
die Aitgiifii itfelf into a Committee of the whole Houfe, to take into confidcration a Bill for 
*798. Attainder of Edward Fitzgerald commonly called Lord Edward Fitzgerald, 

Cornelius Grogan, and Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey, deceafed, of Eligh Treafon, might 
be read. 

And the faid order being read accordingly 5 _ • 

Refolved, That this Houfe will to-morrow refolve itfelf into the faid Committee. 
A Motion was made, and the Queftion being put, that the faid Committee be 
err.powtrcd to receive a Claufe to lave the corruption of blood to the heirs of Lord 
Edward Fitzgerald, Cornelius Grogan, &nd Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey,

Ordered, That George Stewart, /ikxander Lindjay, Charles Creker, Mary Mcllcy. 
Ann Fitzgerald, and Henry Witberington, do artend the Committee of the whole 
Houfe, to whom it is referred to take into confideratlon a Bill for the Attainder of 
Edward Fitzgerald commonly called Lord Edward Fitzgerald, Cornelius Gro<ran, 
and Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey, deceafed, of High Treafon. * 

A Petition of the Right Honourable Charles L.ord Baron Monck was prefented to 
the Houfe and read ; fetcing forth, that hi-, lace Majdly King Charles the Second, 
by his Letters Patenr, dated 8th February 1667, did grant to George then Duke of 
Albemarle, and his heirs, as a reward for h;s eminent fervices, the Manor or I^ord- 
Ihip of Ballytrammon, and other Lands in the county cf Wexford, with their 
rights and privileges thereunto belonging. That in courfe of time one undivided- 
fourth part of the laid Manor and Lands became veiled in the late Cornelius Grogan, 
Efq. one of the perfons named in the Bill of Attainder now depending before the 
Houfe, and was in his pofleffion or feifin at the time of his death. That the re- 
maining three undivided fourth parts of the faid Manor, and Lands became and are 
legally veiled in the Petitioner, who is now and was at the rime of the execution 
of the fa'id Cornelius Grogan, feifed in fee fimple of the faid three undivided fourth 
parts. That the faid Cornelius Grogan and the Petitioner held the faid Lands and 
Manor according to their aforefaid refpedlive undivided proportions as tenants in 
common, and chat no divifion or partition of the faid Manor and Lands ever took 
place by deed or otherwife; and that in letting of the faid Manor and Lands to the 
tenants thereof, the faid Cornelius and the Petitioner d^d each demife their 
refpedli've portions as undivided and not as fepar'ated by m'eers and bounds. That 
by the Bill of Attainder now depending it is provided, chat all the Lands, Tene- 
ments, and Hereditaments, wliereof the fa:d Cornelius Grogan was feifed or pof- 
lefled at the tirrie of his death lliall be veiled in the Crown without office found, on 
the palling of which Bill into a Law, the Petitioner will, as he is advifed, become 
tenant in common with the Crown of the faid Manor and Lands (in cafe the faid 
Cornelius had a forfeitable intereft therein) though not of the manorial Rights. 
That in cafe it Ihall not be provided by the laid Bill, that a partition lhall be made 
of the faid Manor and Lands before the faid Cornelius' % undivided lhare thereof 
lhall bevelled in the Crown, the Petitioner apprehends he will be put to erreat 
trouble, inconvenience, and expence, before he can have his faid proportion ftpa- 
rated from that formerly in poflclTion of faid Cornelius Grogan, and chat in particular 
great injury may arile to the Petitioner’s manorial Rights, unlefs fpecially faved; 
and that until fuch partition lhall have taken place the Petitioner cannot demife his 
faid undivided lhare without the Crown joining in fuch demife, although by a dif- 
ferent inftrument ; and therefore praying joftice, and that the rights of the Petitioner, 
who is well known to be a truly loyal fubjea of his Majedy, may.be proteded by 
the faid Bill, and that, if necelTary, the Petitioner may be heard by Counfel and 
Evidence to fubftantiate the truth of the matters aforefaid. 

Ordered, That the faid Petition be referred to the confideration of the Committee 
of the whole Houfe, to whom it Is referred to take into confideration a Bill for the 
Attainder of Edward Fitzgerald commonly called Lord Edward Fitzgerald, Cor- 
nelius Grogan, and Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey, deceafed, of High Treafon.

“ faid firft day of November 1797.” 

At the end of the Bill the following Claufe was inferted by leave of the 
Houfe. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That nothing in this A6t contained fhall 
affedt the right or tirle of Robert Fitzgeraldt Efquire, commonly called Lord Robert 
Fitzgerald^ to the dignities and hounors which can or might defcend to him from 
“ the moft noble James, late Duke of Leinfter, his father, but that he the faid 
Robert Fitzgerald, and his heirs, lhall and may make title to fuch honors and dig- 
nities as if this Adt had never pafled.*’ 

The Preamble of the Bill was amended, by infeiting in fo. i . line i. after the v;ord 
Whereas, the following words, “ Edward Fitzgerald, Eiqoirc, com.monly called 
Lord Edward Fitzgerald, deceafed, on the firlt day of December 1797, Cornelius 
“ Grogan, of Johnstown in the county of Wexford, deceafed, on the hrft day of 
June 1798, and Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey of Bargey Caftle in the faid county of 
“ Wexford, deceafed, on the fifth day of June 1798, and at various other times 
“ during the period of their natural lives, fince the days aforefaid,. did falfeiy and 
traitoroufly imagine and compafs the death of our Sovereign Lord the King, and 
did in like manner levy war againil our Lord the King, and did in like manner 
“ adhere to the enemies of our Lord theKing. And wherear, in order to carry their 
“ faid creafons into effe£t, the faid Lord Edward Fitzgerald on the faid fiift day of 
“ December 1797, at the city of Dublin, and various other places within the king- 
dom of Ireland,, and the faid Cornelius Grogan on the firft: day of June as aforefaid, 
and the faid Beauchamp Bagenal Harvey on tlie fifth day of June as aforefaid, and 
“ at feveral times fince at Wexford, in the kingdom of Ireland, and at feveral other 
places, in order to carry their faid treafons into elFeft, confpire with feveral other 
falfe traitors to raife and ftirup infurreflion and rebellion within thiskingdom, and 
** did for the purpofes aforefaid raife and levy large bodies of armed men, and for 
“ the purpofes aforefaid the faid Lord Edward Fitzgerald, with feveral faife traitor'-, 
“ did endeavour to perfuade the enemies of our Sovereign L'^rd the King to invade 
“ this ids kingdom of Ireland, and with intent to depofe an..i dethrone our Lord the 
King, and to fubvcrc and overturn this his kingdom of Ireland. And whereas fe- 
veral other falfe traitors who were concerned in the faid treafons and rebellion 
have already received their Trials at Law for the faine, and have been convi^Ied 
•*' thereof, and by Judgment of Law thereupon had do now fland legally attainted.

memorial preferved of the Evidence given before fuch Committees of the whole' 
Houle, there is not any ofEcia! document now exilling from which the particulars of 
the Evidence given by the faid WitnelTes could be Hated.
